CHINES# COUMBROTAL POLICY.

In the story of the protracted. negotistions 
whieh took placo in 1881 and 1882 between the 
Foreign Ropresentatives in, China and tho 
T’sung-li Yamen, on the subject of “ transit 
passes .ot ward,” thoré is on incident which 
illustrates the diplomatic .methods 
pursued in the Orient aswell a3 the procosses of 
the Colostial mind with regard to traile.* 

For many yoors complaints had. been raised 
not only by foreign merchants with reforonco 
to alleged failntes on the part of the Chinese to 
comply with trouty provisions, “but also by the 
Chines agaimt abuses and. frandssaid to:have 
hoon porpetratett by foreifmners under cover of 
tronty. provisions, Proposals devised to reinedy 
the latter state of affairs had beon submitted to 
the Foreign Reprosontatives by the Yamoen from 
timo to time betwoon 1872 and 1877, but theo 
attempte, as well as others of similar nim made 


nmanceessfal, rules for the- ise and uso of 
transit pasgos ‘ontwards were, in the end, 
arbitrarily ‘introduced and onforsed by the 
Chinese ‘local *authoritios ut some of the 
opon ports, Those rules, though in part unob- 
joctionable, were deemed in some respects com- 
trary-to existing treaty stipulations, and, mdre- 
over, Inoked foreign official yousent, The Foreign 
Bepressntatives, therefore, anxious to substitute 
a general, uniform, aud duly authorized rystem 
for all the open ports, and seoing, as' ‘they 
thought, an opportunity to remove some sources 
of forsign complaint, submitted to the Yamén, 
May 18th, 1830, draft rules intonded to cover all 
tho grounds of difficulty. “We propose to rofer’ 
here to oue only of thess. rules. “It was a rulo 
that, goods manufactured at on*open port from 
native produca bought there, should nof, ‘on ax- 
portation, bo reqnived to poy any other: duty or, 
tax.than the oxportduty. Thorule wasmotived 
by complaints that such goods: had previously 
beon required ty pay inland taxes. ‘aL first. the 
Chinoss Government, while sccopting, apparont- 
ly, tho prinoiplo of this proposal, claimed that

import duty.” Lest the latter hypothosis should 
sound superfluoualy spacions, he. went on to ex 
plain that “tho Chiness Government, desiring 
as little to give 10 the Chineso merchant an un- 
duo advantage over the foreigner as vice verad, 
hod already given ordera that if the Chinese cot- 
ton goods manufactory in Shanghai, orme into 
existanco, the articles manufastorad in it should
